I. Who Matthew Was. 
Of Matthew little is known, even 


his birth place is concealed. Our first 
sight of him is seated at the toll booth 
collecting taxes. 
The tax gatherer 


was huted hy the loyal Jews because 
he collected taxes for the alien gov- 
ernment under whose yoke they were 
galling. This hate was the more bit- 
ter because of the extortion usually 
practiced by those in rule. From the 
meager accounts we find that Matthew 
was : 


1. A Man of Decision. 
We do not 


know whether he had ever seen or 
beard of Jesus before this time, but 
we note that he at once arose and 
followed Jesus. Without doubt, there 
were many things to concern him. It 
was no little task to break off from 
his business which apparently was 
very lucrative. 


2. He Was a Humble 
Man. 
In 


chapter 10, verse 3, the order in which 
he gives his own name and the fact 
that he designates himself a "pub- 
lican" would show that he did not 
overestimate himself. 


3. He Possessed Force of Character. 


This is shown in the fact that he gave 
a feast and invited his friends In to 
see and hear his Lord. 


He had two names, Levi, which 


means "attached" or "joined," and 
Matthew, which means "gift of Je- 
hoxah," 
Most likely Matthew 
was 


the name assumed after his conver- 
sion. 


II. Matthew's 
Call 
or-- Conversion 


(Math. 9:9). 


1. As Jesus Passed By, He "Saw a 


Man.'' He saw the possibilities which 
were in Matthew. 
He snw through 


the hated profession of a tax gatherer 
the shining possibilities of his man- 
hood and apostleship. He saw In him 
the man fit to perceive and portray 
the Messiahship of the Redeemer. The 
divine grace was revealed in this call. 
Jesus sees what is In man regardless 
of name or profession. 


2. Matthew's Response (v. 9). 
He 


acted witn decision and promptness; 
he left his business behind him. AVhen 
Jesus said, "Follow Me," 
Matthew 


perceived that greater than man had 
spoken to him. May we yield our- 
selves unto Hliti and render such sim- 
ple obedience that our actions may be 
but the echoes of the divine voice in 
commanding. 
Two things in Mat- 


thew's compliance prove the genuine- 
ness of his conversion : 


3. "He Left All" (Luke 5:28). Real 


conversion always results in the for- 
«aking of all that is contrary to Jesus, 
such as illegitimate business, wicked 
associates and worldly pleasures, etc. 


'2. "Followed 
Jesus." 
Following 


Jesus means the commitment of one's 
life to Him for full salvation, aban- 
donment of the will to Him to do 
whatsoever He wills, and a willing- 
ness to suffer, and even die, if need be, 
for Him. 


III. Matthew Made a Great Feast 


(Luke 5:29-32). This feast was made 
In honor of his newly-found Savior. 
His conversion was so real that ho 
wanted 
hi.« friends to become ac- 


quainted w i t h his Savior. 
He was 


not ashamed to confess his Lord be- 
fore them. 
HP showed real tact in 


making a supper. 
Men \\ill come to 


a feast much more readily than they 
will to a fcernmn. A groat compnnj 
of sinners came, who doubtless had 
been Matthew's companions 
in 
sin. 


He now desired them to become his 
brothers in riirist. 
The Scribes nnrt 


I*hnrNee» wore astonished thnt Jesus 
would appear in company with such 
n niot'.ev crowd or disreputable per- 
sons. 
'Jfliey wore too cownrdly to 


speak lev JCMIS hut thej came to the 
disciples. 
JPMIS 
championed their 


causa und 
battled 
His adversaries. 


Hi* ren-soning was unanswerable.

Serious Menace to Safety

That the automobile horn Is equally 


Important AS brijlzes in the prevention 
of motor accidents is a fact which ap- 
parently very few drivers recognize, 
according to • bulletin on this subject 
Issued by the educational bureau of 
the National Motorists' association. 


There are rosny situations, in fact. 


points out tbe National Motoiists' as- 
sodatlon. where ttie born alone must 
be relied upon: but without good judg- 
ment In using it the driver cannot 
hope for fnrorabls results 
Tbe bulle- 


tin nays further: 


Disregard for Horn. 


Horning, as it IK practiced at pres- 


ent, reveals animal instinct. Tbe mo- 
torist uses it as a signal of approach- 
ing doom. Just as though he and his 
car were entitled to special privileges. 
Accident reports, ns analyzed hy the 
National Motorists' association, show 
that such attitude on the part of the 
driver encourages an attitude of re- 
taliation and disinclination to make 
concessions on the part of other mo- 
torists nnd pedestrians, with the re- 
Bult that th«y take their time about 
getting cut of the way. This may be 
the makings of nn accident If 
the 


drher also happens to be depending 
upon his horn for safety. 


Impatient sounding of the horn often 


has tbe same effect, and if the driver 
sounds his horn too loudly he msy dis- 
concert a pedestrian, or frighten him 
to the extent that he will cbnnge his 
course of direction, hesitate and other- 
wise endanger himself. There are oc- 
casions whrn it is better not to use 
the horn at all. 


For 
moet purposes a moderately 


long blast of the horn, sounded from 
a suitable distance, is to he preferred. 


A short blnst from the born displays 


either Impatience or inexperience, to 
either of which pedestrian* or other 
motorists will foolishlv pay les* atten- 
tion. 


Suspicion of Loud Blast. 


If the born is sounded too loudly, 


nnd too soon, tbe driver will' he under 
tbe same suspicion. 


As discoveied by National Motor- 


ists' association men investigating the 
subject, tbe average drher does not 
appreciate how often be is dependent 
upon 
TOO per cent results from hia 


horning, Tl'ere are many tight situa- 
tions vihere failure of tbe pedestrians 
to act upon the warning of tbe born, 
or a too violent and illogical tespor.se, 
will put the driver in a position where 
he is helpless to avoid an accident, re- 
gardles* of the use of his brakes and 
clever steering. 


If any motorist cares to discover 


just how dependent lir is up°n effce- 
Hve us*> of his horn try tbe experiment 
of driving through traffic some day 
without rciorting to tbe born. Tie will 
flrrd th»t he i* obliged to fall back 
rntber heavily upon his brakes r.nd 
Pteerintj.

TANK FOR GASOLINE 


Fuel Can Then Be Obtained at 


Wholesale Price. 


Gasoline can be obtained at 
the 


wholesale price only when a storage 
tank of f»0 gallons capacity Is avail- 
able. With such a tank it is possible 
to bu\ directly from dealers at a cost 
usually about three cents a gallon less 
than the retail price. When a tank of. 
this size, with the necessary fittings, is 
purchased, the cost is so great, how- 
ever, that it USPS up the saving in cost 
that will be made later. But a tank 
that will ser\ e e\eiy purpose can bfe 
constructed cheaply. 


Tbe one illustrated can be built for 


about .$10, including tank, pump, hose, 
and casing. 
A 50 or 5o-gal!on oil 


drum, which can be bought second 
hand for from $1 up, forms tbe tank. 
This is up-ended and a small retaining

ridge of concrete put around it to hold 
it in place. 


A cjhndrical upper section with a 


conical cover is made from galvanized 
iron, rheted to tbe upper flange of the 
drum, which is provided witb a hasp 
and padlock. A section of this upper 
casing Is cut out and hinged to form 
a door. There Is space in the hood 
for se\eral gallons of lubricating oil. 


The pump is of the type used for in- 


flatinc tires, and It is \i«ed to force 
the gasoline from the lank by increas- 
ing tbe air pressure within It. 
The 


hose connects with the line set.into the 
tank with the lower end an inch or 
two nbove the bottom. The fillinc cap 
is fitted with a gasket to prevent any 
leakage of air. 


Several modifications t.f this method 


are possible, one of the best of which 
is to bury the tank outside the garage 
and run pipes for air and gas into 
a convenient corner of tbe garage. 
The problem can be adjusted to each 
individual requirement.—Fred T. An-
